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The Master of the Robes,

The proper costuming of & piece 18 & most impart-
ant matter, and while the wardrobe man very ofton
doek the greatest share of the work, he not ssldom
gotathe least part of the crodlt  Tn the best thoatres
it hias been the rule thiat the stage manager shonld
assign dafly, If the bill was that often ohanged, or
whenever required, the dresses that were to be fur-
nished from the theatre wardrebe, that each lady
or gentieman Ehould wear, Al some housed this
rhie is atill actvely enforeed, the performer Nnding
on his dressing-table in the evening all the articles
mecded by him, marked with his name. It 8 not
often, however, that there |s smch system, the per-
formers in most onsos selecting for themssalves such
things as they may fancy. There {s another anclent
rule which (8 oven more generally broken.
In the good old times It was  decresd
that all performers of the rank of walking gentles
man and upwarda should farnish their own dresses,
The wardrobe was Intended only for the smaller
poeople, whose salarles were supposed (and very
fairiy supposed) to be inadequate to the purchase of
costnmes. These latter performers were expeoted
to bave thelr own “tights,” shoes, feathers, eto., but
the theatre agreed to fornish their dresses. How-
ever the rule may have besn broken, It I8 now the
fact that in many cases the principal performers de
ROt sorupie to use the thestre wardrobe, the leading
man himsell not baing too proud, very frequently, to
draw on 1is stores of cotten velvet and allver lace.
Of course this s onfalr to the utility, becanse the
big men of the place have thelr choloe, and the very
people who can leust aford to do so have to putup
with the leaviogs.

It 168 rare pow-a-days to find a stock aclor with any
oonslderable personal wardrobe, Formerly a good
amount of 1118 waterial was considered an essential,
Money spent In this way was thought to be legiti-
mately laid out, for it was mrgued that what his
tools are to the mechanie his wardrobe 18 to the
aotor. INow, however, the most insiness-like men in
the profession think money 80 lald out a poor Invest.
ment, and would rather have their earnings in the
savings bank or Government stocks thao in tneatri-
cal ralment, Two reasons may be given for this
change of base. Manyof the “revivals” and oensa-
tions of late years have been dressed, for the sake of
uniformity, by managers. This material so aocu-
mulates in a theatre that there is often no real need
of individual expenditore. Then, the popualarity of
Bociety, or, as nctors call them, “Pantaloon” pleces,
renders a great deal of the fancy dressing of other
titnes unnecessary. In this last and fmportant mat-
ter the theatre is the gailner, for all present day cos-
tumes must be provided by the performers, whether
of high or jow degree. Buat although during therun
of “pautaloon’ pleces the wardrobe man's occupation
18 a8 good as gone, yet they do not ran forever, and
i{n some localities they do not run atall. The sub-

ject of our sketoh |8, therefore, at all tlmes, an essen-
tial member of the stage managoer's statl,

It might be supposed that the costumer should be
by trade a tallor, But whether he should be or not,
he very rarely 1s. Conslder the manly figure of
Colonel Frank Johnson, Everybody knows Frank.
Does he look a8 If he ever sat on a lapboard ? Frank
is on the politieal lay at present, but he was cos-
tumer—and a good one—at the Arch Street Theatre
for many years, In fact, this branch of the tallor-
ing business |5 not 8o much & trade oran art asit
is & knack,—asuperflclal way of putiing things, The
property man who manufactures a gorgeouns paste-
board gonlet hus very rarely learned that art at the
goldsmith's and the stage carpenter who bullds a
ship and pots it on the stocks complete, has,
most llkely, never been within seventeen
miles of a ship yard, In like manner, the stage
tailor is nmot a tailor as we of the outer world regard
that worthy artificer, He doesn’t learn; he knows,
His work 180t theory reduced to practice; it 1s in-
stinet, Oiftener than not he 18 some broken-down
or imperfectly appreciated actor, who has more soul
for Buttonus than for Shakespeare, Men continually
drift from the stage into similarly unlikely business
relations to 1t; but this change, from stratting thelr
own briel hour to the trapping-up of thelr more suc-
cessful rivals in the race, seems the strangest of all.
Many are the sad storles of disappointed ambition
to be found io the corners and dark places of the
theatre.

All clothea have & mean kind of look when thrown
ofT, but none scem 8o ineMably shabby as theatrioal
dresses. Al the best they are intended to be looked
at from a distance, and when {n addition to a
damaging propinquity they sutfer from the com-
bined {ll-usage of several generations of people who
have no interest in tdking care of them, it &8 not
worth any high price of admission tosee them tossed
about in heaps in a dingy and uncomfertable apart-
ment, This room {8 generally in the 1lies, or at some
point as convenlently near thereto as possalble, Its
position has been kKnown 10 cause an extra vehe-
mence of langnage very often, but there 18 a reason
for 1t remote location. It would be serlously

n the way on the stage floor, and the bhase-
ment 8 often s0 damp and poorly ventliated
A place as to be unfit for use by people who have to
remain iu it all day. Both wardrobe and dressing-
rooms, however, are at times bulit under the stage,
We have known dressing-rooms of this sort to be 80
very damp that the actorsIn arra,ing themselves
or their approachiog trinmphs had either to do so
upon stools and chalrs or else to stand In water
ankle deep during the operation. There {8 more
of the romantic than of the agreeable in thls, and
Bot much of either,

The first slght of the wardrobe (nvariably impels
one to ask, Can any order be got out of this chaos?
An apparently more hopeless condition of things can
gcarcely exist. A already hinted, the aotors often
help themselves, and in doing 8o they mix things up
considerably. The man who would rather have his
fidgety castomers do this, thinking to save himself
trouble therely, must surely fnd the heavy end of
the aceonn: In clearing up after them, If there ever
18 & clearing-up. It does seewm in gome theatres as if
this clearing-up time never came, la which case, of
course, the new rule is all clear goalo for the ward-
robe man.

The dutles of this official are three-fold, First,
to provide su~h new dreases as msy be necessary;
gecond, to lssue nightly, or when reguired, suoh
articles ns may be called for; third, to keepa strict
account of such material lssued, and to keep the
entlre stock In good eondition and repalr. Any
one can see that the place 1s a respomsible one.
It is, furiber, in maby casss o hardworking and
confining one, At Wallack's the cosiumer has an
@asy berth, although theé old comedies give hum
something to do, but at the Bowery he [s one of the

busiest men in the theatre.

Most young sctors have their keenest recollec-
tions assoctated with the wardrobe, [t 1a the region
of practical jokes, The way novices are put upon
18 perfectly heartiess, but there seems 1o be no help
for i, and only one compensation, vis, that in thelr
turn the victimized parties may have the opporia-
nty of bazing other unfortonate Freshmeno, A
greephorn behind the soenecs Las an astonishing
talent for guiliility, He takes everything he hears
for truth, absorblog as greodly as & sponge the
most lmprobable things, However shrewd and
sensible be may In fack be, It seems that on his frst
entranze o the slage a kind of numbness (alls
gpon  thosé  facultles, leaving him  ao
unsuspecting and easy prey to the “‘aaconsclonable
rogues” who are lylug in wa't for him, The joking
and hoaxiog has & naioral headguarters (n the
wardrobe, ‘The povice 1s utteriy at sea tere, and
is friends are very attentive. He ssks adrvice us
10 the dressing of his parts, snd he gots 1t in plenty.
One of 1he standing jokes, some hundreds of years
0ld, and which to this day never fails 10 bring down
1t8 man, 18 this:- The “‘asplring youih" s told that

new frienda that he had bettor look it up enarly in the
sy, 80 a8 to provide for any contingencien of misfit,
etc, Now it often happens thai the costumer has
liad so many demands for this garment tha: he has
grown, as we may say, fretful about it. 8o he keeps
& wig-block, bootjack, or some other heavy article
convenient to his hand, and at the Arst intimation
of the request—

Sometimes, however, the costomer himself de-
scends to the low and questionable reglon of the
practical joke, When he doss, look out from under,
It I8 the nodding of Jove. Some seasons ago, at the
Chesnut Street Theatre, a novice gained, either by
his lgnorance or his prasumption, the contempt of
the wardrobe man, who thought to set him down the
most effectively by eélaborately dresstog him for a
small part,  An offer to that eifect was sagerly ac-
cepted, and the sacrifice was completed. All the
particulars of that fearful costume cammot be given,
but there was armor, and a toga, and a blacksmith's
apron, and a bag wig, and basket-hilted sword, and
many other alarmingly incongranous things, What
the plece was, the dear knows, butl It makes no alf-
ference, Having expended all his resources upon
him, the costumer dircoted his dupe to go to Mr,
Lewis Baker, who was stage manager, and ask him
if he was ready to go on! And even this the
poor fool did. Baker glared at him a spell, He had
feen & good many quecrt things in his time, but this
was too mueh for him. Controlling his feclings
finally, he sald:—'"Yon are ready to go on bhoard the
first tratn that starts for & mad-house, but 1 can't see
that you are ready for anything else partionlarly,
It 1s scanda'ous, gentlemen"—for it ohanced that
there had & small andience nssembled—*scandalous
that snch doings can bhe imagined, much less perpe-
trated, In a respectahle theatre, It was different
when | was & young man'—{sarcastic sniffsa {n the
auditory)—'‘and they shall not be tolerated here, 1
shall look Into this busineas, and discharge every
man conuected with (6.” Buat he didn’t.

The undersigned, frisnds of the University of
Pennsylvania, would earnestly invite the attention
of the public to the following appeal In behalf of a
Hospital to be connected with that (nstitution,

Those who are most interested in the Medical
Sohool of the Univeraity, and bost gualified to judgs,
have uo doubt of the necegsity of the measura pro-
posed, and of its great impariance, not only to the
advancement of medical education, but o the chari-
table and commereial interests of the whole com-
munity.

They are convinooed of the need of adopting, to its
fullest extent, the practice of the best European
schools In uniting daily hospital tuition with thag of
the lecture-rooms, laboratories and Musenms, ns an
integral featnre of the regular medical course ; and
they belleve that the necessity for this anlon I8 now
80 generally and strongiy feit that no schiool can re-
fuse to heed the demand,

The Faculty of the University is well known to
have nmformly insisted on the Iargest practicable
Amount of bedside study of medica and sargioal
diseases, The teaching of the city hospltals—in
which its members have always more or less particl-
pated—has been faithfully supplemented by the
demonstrations of the Universary Dispensary and
Infirmary, under their Immediate control., Baut,
notwithstunding this constant association of thelr
courses with a publie hospital service, experlence
has shown the pecessity of a8 nospital oonder the

direction of the school, as an addition to its other
resonroes,

Further, we have no hesitation In asserting thas,
A8 an object of charty, no less than one of eduacu-
tional policy, the contemplated hospital deserves the
favorable copsideration of oor Tellow-oltizens,
Althongh the number of guTerers from accident and
disense 18 constantly increasing in our enormous
working population, there s no correapondi
growth In the provision for the medical and sargical
sid to which theso indispensable membors of our
community are entitled, he need of farther hospl.
tal accommodation I8 shown by the numerous appll-
cations rejected at our hospitals from day to aay.
At the L’ni\‘emlt[y alone, over thrée thousand per-
sons have applled for rellef in the past year, many
of whom could only be properly treated in the wards
of a hospital, The number of hospital beds now
avallable In Philadelphis s well known to be tho
gmall in proportion to our populstion, and |s very
strikingly so when a comparison 18 institated with
the large citics of Europe,

While it must be conceded that increased hospital
accommodation 18 needed in Philadeiphla, it is no
lexs clearly established that such increase sthould be
gecured, not 8o much by the enlargement of thoge
alresdy existing, as by the arection of new hospltals
of moaerate size, and situated (o the wmost favorable
hyglenic localities, In this view, the position selected
for the University Hospital Is particularly favorable,
while, at the same time, {t possesges the atvantage
of being in the vicinity of the termini of the great
railronds of our State.

The proposed undertaking Is also justifled by the
important materinl Interests involved, sioce,
by favoring the concnurge of stndents, a large
rum of money 18 annually brought to and expeuded
in this citv, Thus, ln the 'ast sixty years, not less
than twenty milllons of dollarsa have been actusally
expended in Philadelphia by the medical students
of the Univeralty nlone, not Lo estimate the very
large amounta which have been continnally flowing
1o our city a8 a consequence of the lotimate assu-
cintions which they formed,

The trustees of the University have accordingly
decided to devote a portion of taelr property {n West
Philadelphis large enough for the ercotion of an ap-
propriate editice, with suficlent space around it for
all purposes of exercise and ventilation—the sng-
gested plan thereof belng shown by the following
cuti—

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In order to complete such & hospital with a eom
plement of two hundred and fifty beds, and to main-
tain It in proper order and efliciency, a bullding and
endowment fund will be required of AT LEAST
SEVEN HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS. Loss
than this might and will, of course, be made avall-
able, to & correspondingly limited extent, in a par-
tially completed edifee with a smaller number of
beds; but & million of dollara could be employed
without extravagance, and with inestimable ven=(it
to the sick and wonnded, not only of onr own com-
munity, but of the great manufacturing and mining
districts by which we are surrounded.

In view, therelore, of the facts and considarations
here presented, a8 to the requirements of medical
education, the need of Philadelphin of ineressad fog-
pital accommodation, and the material advintage to
our gity, weé most earnestly commend the under-
taking to our fellow-citizens, and to all the rriends
